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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ) Claims 287 to 338 are pending in the instant application. Claims 287 to 
297, 308, 309 and 336 have been amended as requested by Applicant in the response 
filed 09 April or 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2) Claims 287 to 338 are allowable as written and have been renumbered 1 
to 52, respectively. 

Specification 

3) The specification is objected to because it contains embedded hyperlinks 
and/or other form of browser-executable code in line 16 of page 16, in line 24 on page 
35 and in line 32 on page 38. Applicant is required to delete the embedded hyperlink 
and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 (p), which states 
that: 

"When a patent application with embedded hyperlinks and/or other forms of 
browser-executable code issues as a patent (or is published as a patent 
application publication) and the patent document is placed on the USPTO web 
page, when the patent document is retrieved and viewed via a web browser, the 
URL is interpreted as a valid HTML code and it becomes a live web link. When a 
user clicks on the link with a mouse, the user will be transferred to another web 
page identified by the URL, if it exists, which could be a commercial web site.
